ents has just returned from a tour of 
the American chain of lakes from Du- 
luth to Buffalo, taking m lalces Supe-

representative of the United Press who 
accompanied the party, writes of the 
commerce and its needs as follows 


"There are now engaged in com- 


merce on the lakes more than 3,000 
vessels, representing an investment of 
upwards of 950,000 000 The average 
carrying capacity of the steamers ply- 
Ing those waters in about 2,500 tons. 
Owing to the dangerous obstructions 
ovoi which the vessels have to pass, 
double bottoms are being put in all 
new ships, to obviate their total loss in 
case they strike iho rooks Not long 
since one of the new steamers picked up 
a bowlder from the bottom and carried 
it several hundred m lies without further 
Injury than on immense hole in the outer 
or protective bottom.

Decatur baa siren the Edward Bel- 


lamy idea of the co-operative boarding 
home a pretty {thorough teat at "The 
Bob;" during the port 20 months and ea 
far as it went the trial baa been iatistao- 
tory to a considerable number of people, 
but now the "Oo-Op." is no more. The 
last meal on that plan waa served to the 
23 remaining boarders Saturday evening, 
then the reeponeibility of the manager 
and the house committee terminated, all 
of the patrons taking their meals at their 
homes, or at The Boby, which is now un- 
der the management of Mra Boyeir in the 
dining hall department, the new rates 
being 94 per week. 


Then have been minors for some 


mouths that the co-operative plan would 
be given up eooner or later. Thaw who 
had left the institution months ago would 
occasionally chat with the reporters and 
remark .that tbe "Go-Op." would soon 
collapse, bat information from tho faith- 
ful was to the effect that there was no 
thought of giving np tbe plan. And up 
to Friday evening no one who took meals 
at the tables, except the officiate, believed 
that the institution would wink out. 
That day the ezeontive board of the as- 
sociation, ot which F. W. Anderson was 
president and Mies Mary W. French sec- 
retary, held a meeting, and decided to 
capitulate, surrender, vacate, give up, 
quit the Bellamy plan, and that evening 
the members of the association were no- 
tified that they would have to make other 
atrangetnents. 
Some of tho boitrdere 


were prepared [for tbe announcement, 
others were not, and those who were re- 
cent recruits at $3 a week, were consid- 
erably disappointed, but the decision 
was irrevocable, the edict had gone forth, 
end Saturday night, as before stated, the 
"Go-Op" became a back number. 
' When the institution was established 
there were 52 patrons of the table and 
the rate was $2.60 per boarder a week 
and the affairs were BO- nicely managed 
that good service was had, the table sup- 
pled with the beet the market afforded, 
and the receipts just sufficient to meet 
tbe bills, with enough left to pay the 
lady manager 810 a week. There wan no 
provision made for absent ones to pay 
their board while away, as it was beliovod. 
that ;if anybody was away a week or a 
month the place could be supplied and 
the receipts would remain too same; but 
the fleet summer quite a number went 
sway for the cooler pit ees of the North 
and then there was hustling to secure 
persona to fill the vacant choirs. In a 
measure the efforts were successful, but 
finally, tbe receipts growing short, and it 
being the desire ot the management to 
keep the table tip to the standard the 
rate of board was raised to $2.75 a week. 
Later the price was elevated to $3 a 
week and there it remained until very 
recently, when the rate was fixed with- 
out protest at $3.50 per week. Tbe pres- 
ent summer an unusually large number 
of the "Go-Op" people have been away 
on outing trips from a month to six 
weeks, and in consequence of their ab- 
sence the patrons were reduced to 28 
people, tbe receipts for the last two 
weeks at $3.50 per boarder being $80.50 
per week, the transient patronage in- 
creasing the sura to something like $90. 
The help cost the management $9 for the 
cook, $10 for the manager, $6 for the 
waiter who is said to have done the work 
of two waiters, and $3 for another waiter, 
making a total of $28 each week, which 
snm deducted from the receipts of $90, 
left but $62 to supply the subetaudals 
and delicacies for the table, lees than $7 
a day, not counting the additional ex- 
penditures for incidentals. Tbe reporter 
is told that actual expenses for supplying 
the table the list tew weeks have been 
$8 to $10 a day, Thne the most casual 
observer will e»e that the figuring to 
keep oven has been decidedly close. It 
is no wonder the executive board became 
nervous. And then when one family ot 
five persons, who had been among the 
charter members of the institution, gave 
notice that they would leave this week to 
board elsewhere, the board at once con- 
cluded to disband the association. 


In a chat with emu of the early mem- 


ben of the association, a gentleman who 
lives some distance from The Itoby, the 
reporter was told that he considered the 
Bellamy idea a good one, but he did not 
think it could be operated successfully 
in a city the size of Deoatnr. He thought 
it would work bettor where 10 or 20 fam- 
ilies lived in a large apartment house in 
a block, so that the dining hall and acces- 
sories would be easy of access. Patrons 
who reside in a remote part of the city, 
be said, soon weary of the long walks in 
bad weather, winter and summer, and 
they soon learn the comforts of a home, 
and go back to the old way ol living, feel- 
ing that that is the best way after all.
